The  Borough  has  boon  very  fortunate  in  he.ving 
the  honorary  services  of  Mr.  Tait,  a retired  Surveyor  and 
Sanitary  Inspector,  who  came  forv/ard  to  help  in  the 
emergency.  . I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  him  for  his  unfailing  courtesy  and  for  all  the  v/ork 
he  has  done, 

I have  much  appreciated  the  help  and  co-operation 
given  to  me  by  my  professional  colleagues  in  practice 
in  the  Borough, 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  members  of  the 
Council  and  other  Council  officials  who  have  extended  to 
mo  courtesy  and  assistance.

BIRTI-IS 

The  birth  rate  for  the  past  two  years  have  been  siailc.r,  l8o33  in  1950 
and  3.8,6  in  1949®  Live  births  exceed  the  nuinber  of  deaths  by  seven. 

No  stillbirths  have  been  rocirded  in  1950 » 

DB/lTHS 

59  persons  died  in  I95O9  29  males  and  30  females.  Of  these,  40  wore 

over  70  years  of  age.  The  crude  death  rate  was  16,41  pon  1,000  estimated 
.homo  population*  By  applying  the  canpaixibility  fa.ctor  of  0.82,  the 
sto-ndardised  death  rate  was  13a45*  The  comparability  factor  is  worked  out 
for  each  district  by  the  Registrar  General.  The  purpose  of  this  factor 
is  to  level  out  differencos  in  the  age  and  sox  constitution  of  the  poiDu3.p.tion 
of  the  various  districts  and  enable  more  accurate  compDarisons  to  bo  made  of 
birth  and  death  rates  in  other  areas. 

There  \?ero  no  deaths  from  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  measles, 
scarlet  fever,  cerebro-spinal  fever  and  poliomyelitis. 

There  v/ere  no  maternal  deaths. 

In  1950  two  infants  died  under  one  year  of  ago,  comieared  with  one  during 
last  year.

The  water  is  supplied  by  the  Blandford  Water  Undertaking^  ovmed  by  the 
Council,  Full  pressure  was  maintained  throughout  the  yoa.r.  The  two 
sources  of  water  are  at  Black  Lane  and  Blandford  St,  Mary*  Tho  former, 
a group  of  "shallow  wells"  g.rd  the  latter  a "sloallow  woll"  writh  an  adit, 
Tho  depth  of  the  wells  do  not  exceed  40  foot.  During  tho  year  both  suppli 
wero  chlorinated  by  drip  feeds  into  tho  wolls, 

Tho  rooults  of  tho  saraples  taken  tlirough  the  year  wore  satisfactory* 

Tho  need  for  constant  and  careful  chlorincition  of  both  supplies  is 
essential  as  both  are  potential  sources  of  easy  pollution. 

Tho  ostimatod  total  puiopod  into  tho  supply  during  1950  was  122|.,799>875 
gallons,  but  e.s  part  of  this  v/as  consumed  by  tho  Rural  District,  oxact 
town  figures  aro  not  availablo, 

Tho  novT  boroholo  at  Black  Lano  has  not  boon  dovolopod  this  yoar*

DIL^mCrB  M\D  SWSPAGE 


The  to\vn  sowers  gave  little  trouble  during  the  year.  During  poricr^s 
heavy  rainfall,  flooding  occurred  in  TiTest  Street,  The  cause  was 
the  accumulation  of  sewage  in  ihliG  sower  as  the  pumps  wore  not 
powerful  enough  to  deal  v^^ith  the  quantity  of  sev/age  in  these  periods 
heavy  rainfall. 

The  sewage  disposal  \¥orks  have  been  working  as  well  as  can  be 
exTpected,  but  they  a.ro  unable  to  work  efficiently  for  the  percolating 
bods  require  renewal.  The  Works  are  in  urgent  need  of  a supply  of 
clean  water  and  sanitary  acconmodation.  Any  cleaning  done  by  the 
wortaaen  necessitates  using  sevYago  as  there  is  no  clean  v/o.tQr 
available. 


DEY  EDPUSE 

Household  refuse  is  collected, from  the  town  once  weekly  and  the 
Council  control  one  tip.  Structural  repairs  were  necessary  before 
the  incinerator  could  bo  uso'd.  Owing  to  tho  difficulty  of  obtaining 
materials,  tho  incinerator  was  not  in  uso  during  the  year.

MORTUARY 

There  is  a need  for  a mortuary  to  accommodate  four  cadavers.  The  one  in 
Daiuory  Street  could  bo  made  quite  satisfactory  provided  the  building  is  re- 
paired and  re-docorowtod.  Discussions  v/ill  be  taking  place  early  next  year 
wdth  the  Blandford  Rural  District  Council  concerning  the  upkeep  of  the 
premises  as  both  Authorities  use  it.
